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1 . APPARENTLY STUNG BY THE ACTIONS OF THE GKR IN DEPOSING 
HIM AS PRESIDENT PAR INTERIM, AND THE DECLARATION BY LONG 
BORET THAT SAUKHAM KHOY HAD LEFT ON APRIL 12 FOR AN UN- 
KNOWN DESTINATION, THE LATTER ADDRESSED A LETTER ON APRIL 15 
TO AMBASSADOR DEANIN BANGKOK. HE ASKED THAT AMBASSADOR 
DEAN TRANSMIT THE TEXT OP A SECOND ENCLOSED LETTER TO LONG 
BORET, WITH COPIES TO THE PRESIDENTS OP THE TWO CHAMBERS, 

THE PANK CHIEF OF STAFF, THE MINISTERS OP DEPENSE, POREIGN 
APFAIRS AND INPORMATION, AND THE UHMER EMBASSIES IN 
BANGKOK, VIENTIANE AND SAIGON. HE ALSO ASKED THAT IT BE 
BROADCAST BY VOA IN KHMER, ENGLISH, PRENCH, 

THAI, LAOTIAN, VIETNAMESE AND CHINESE. 

2. HE WAS PARTICULARLY SHOCKED, HE TOLD AMBASSADOR DEAN, 
BY LONG BORET'S PUBLIC DECLARATION THAT SAUKHAM KHOY HAD 
LEFT FOR AN UNKNOWN DESTINATION, WHEN LONG BORET KNEW 
HE HAD LEFT WITH AMBASSADOR DEAN TO CONTINUE EPFORTS 

IN BANGKOK TO PIND A PEACEPUL SOLUTION AND TO AVOID A 
BLOOD BATH. HE WONDERED IF THIS GREATEST FAULT MIGHT NOT 
HAVE BEEN HIS PLAN TO SECURE THE RESIGNATION OP THE LONG 
BORET GOVERNMENT AND TO REPLACE IT WITH ONE LED BY 
CHAU SAU IN ORDER TO GET A CEASE EIRE. 

3. THE NINE-PARAGRAPH ENCLOSED LETTER RELATES THE 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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LETTER AND PERSONAL VISIT TO THE ACTING PRESIDENT 
THAT MORNING, AND THAT HE HAD SENT AN AIDE TO SUMMON 
LONG BORET, WHO CAME TO SAUKHAM KHOY'S HOUSE AT 0730, 

WITH AND IDENTIFICAL LETTER FROM THE AMBASSADOR. HE 
TOLD THE PRIME MINISTER THAT OF THE TWO OF THEM ONE 
SHOULD REMAIN BEHIND, WHILE THE OTHER SHOULD LEAVE FOR 
BANGKOK WITH AMBASSADOR DEAN TO CONTINUE THE SEARCH FOR 
A QUICK PEACE IN ORDER TO AVOID A BLOOD BATH IN PHNOM 
PENH. LONG BORET IS REPORTED TOHAVE REPLIED THAT HE 
WOULD STAY IN PHNOM PENH, BUT WOULD SEND HIS FAMILY TO 
BANGKOK WITH SAUKHAM KHOY. HE ALSO INFORMED TWO 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY DEPUTIES WHO CALLED ON HIM OF HIS 
PLANS. 

4. HE THEN DISCUSSED HIS CONTACTS IN BANGKOK WITH 
FONMIM KEUKY LIM, AND THE KHMER CHARGE, KHEP LOY HIENG. 

HE REGREETED NOT HAVING TIME TO BROADCAST TO THE NATION 
BEFORE HIS HASTY DEPARTURE, BUT HE REMAINS ALWAYS AT 
HIS NATION'S SERVICE. HE WISHES LONG BORET SUCCESS 

IN HIS NOBLE AND COURAGEOUS MISSION OF FINDING A RAPIED 
HUMANTIARIAN SOLUTION TO THE NATIONAL DRAMA. 

5. COMMENT: COPIES OF SAUKHAH KHOY'S LETTERS WILL BE 
POUCHED TO EA/LC-MR. RIVES. WE SHALL TELL HIM THAT THE 
USG HAS NO MEANS OF DIRECT TRANSMISSION OF HIS MESSAGE 
TO LONG BORET AND THAT HE SHOULD USE THE KHMER EMBASSY 
FOR THIS PURPOSE.
